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THE ENDLESS 
BATTLE. 

A wrirer in the “ Edinburgh 
Review,” speaking of the efforts 
being made to prevent or to alleviate 
human suffering, says: “ The goal 
of civilization is the establishment 
of the supremacy of man over 
the whole antagonistic forces of 
nature.” Without, for the present, 
entering into the question whether 
this affirmation be literally true, it 
may be admitted that it is an in- 
dispatable fact that prominent 
among human activities during 
the past two decades have been 
study and research in connexion 
with disease. The time is almost 
forgotten when the leech and the 
barber stood on the same profes- 
sional plane and when in one person, 
indeed, were often combined these 
avocations. But it was within the 
last two centuries that a serious 
endeayour was made to combat 
disease by ascertaining first causes, 
and, as has been said, it has been in 
the last two decades that substantial 
progress lms beon made. In the 
past original research, though it 
cnlisted the talents of many great 
‘men, was*less popular than a com- 
prehensive knowledge of the lore 
handed down by predecessors, 
whose very names exercised at once 
an inspiring and a benumbing 
influence. To alleviate pain, to 
repair ravages and arrest the pro- 
gress of disoase, was the main 
ambition. To-day attention is 
chiefly directed to a discovery of 
causes and the steps necessary to 
prevent the beginning of disease. 
Tn a word the motto of the modern 
medical scientist “ Prevention 
is better than cure.’ 

The discovery of disease bacilli 
ie not, as is thought by many, of 
recentoccurrence. Micro-organisms 
were first discovered in 1659, but 
it was not until the isolation of the 
bacillus of anthrax, in 1849, that 
what is described as the “‘ causal re- 
lationship of bacteria and disease” 
was finally demonstrated. Since then 
there has been a succession of dis- 
coveries on similar lines and the 
microbes of leprosy, typhoid, 
tuberculosis, cholera, diphtheria, 
lock-jaw, influenza, bubonic plague, 
dysentery and other discases have 
been found and a study of their 
habits and the conditions favourable 
to their development laid the 














foundation for ultimate mensures 
of prevention. Institutions and 
private philanthropists have pro- 
vided the funds necessary for an 
exhaustive study of malaria, sleep- 
ing sickness, and other forms of 
disease peculiar to, or markedly 
prevalent tropical or semi- 
tropical climes. Simultaneously 
there have been inventions and 
improvements of scientific apparatus 
and fresh knowledge bas been 
obtained of the value of rays 
emitted not only from the sun, but 
from light and energy centres both 
actually and comparatively minute 
In the necessary research there has 
inevitably been danger, and the 
honourable roll of the names of 
those who sacrificed health or life, 
‘or both, in thefinterests of ameliora- 
tive science has received regrettably 
large additions. The work done, 
however, will, if the result be 
commensurate the promise, 
justify the splendid self-sacrifice of 
these noble men who consciously 
and without repining laid down 
their lives for others, the vast 
majority of whom will never know 
of the obligation. 

Still, while fall recognition is 
given to the magnificent work that 
has been, and is being, acoomplish- 
ed in this direction, it is necessa 
to protest against setting too higl 
‘a value upon materialistic triamphs. 
‘The writer in the “ Edinbargh 
Review” says: “The fight which is 
being waged against the cause of 
nine-tenths of human misery is the 
most important in the annals of 
mankind.” It is possible to over- 
work such a generally trae aphor- 
ism as that which relates to a 
healthy mind in a healthy body, 
Some of the finest of mortal work 
has had its genesis in minds which 
inhabited defective or diseased 
bodies. That nine-tenths of human 
misery is due to ill-health i 
ment that requires proof—i 
rial ill-health be meant. It is an 
established fact, broadly speaking, 
that while vital statistics in the 
more enlightened countries show 
that the death rate is being lowered 
and the infant is being given a 
better chance of survival, two most 
alarming facts are obtrading them- 
selves. The birth rate is decreas- 
ing and the percentage of those 
mentally affected is increasing. 
Moreover, passing from the indivi- 
dual to the mass, the present mental 
condition of large organizations, 
even of nations, gives grave cause 
for anxiety. The condition of those 
who earn their livelihood by man- 
ual labour has been vastly improved, 
but they are more discontented 
than ever. Some mental ailment, 
which, we have suggested, has its 
origin in the Revolution Bacillus, 
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affecting “the working classes ia 


many widely separated parts of the 
world, making them dissatisfied with 
their leaders, even when the 

their own direct choice, and 
ing them to destroy existing i 
tions without'any clear expettation 
or desire of acbioving - anythin, 
better, This mental disease, Thick 
is found in monarehical and! repub- 
lican countries alike, is quite as 
dangerous to the well-being of the 
world as any of the physical diseases 
that are now being tracked to their 
Inst strongholds and, if the scientists 
can be ‘believed, must prepare for 
their final overthrow. If polit- 
ical scientists, with the same noble 
self-abnegation that their medical 
colleagues have shown, would dis- 
cover and discomfit the becillus of 
unrest that bas shown such alarm- 
ing activity of late, they. would 
deserve well, not only of their own 
generation, but of posterity for all 
time. ‘

UNEMPLOYMENT. 
MR LLOYD GEORGE'S 
SCHEME.

The newspapers have published 
the ontlioes of the Sickness and In- 
validity Insurance Bill, which bas 
been communicated to the Friendly 
Societies by Mr. Lloyd George, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

‘The Bill provides for compulsory 
insurance through the Friendly 
Societies for all workers earning 
less thon £160 per annum, for a 
minimal of five shillings a week. 
This minimum alone is guaranteed 
by tie State. Half the cost of this 
minimum, which has not yet been 
ascertained, will be deducted from 
the workers’ wages, the employers 
and the State sharing the rest 
equally. 

‘The Government will supervise 
the accounts of the Societies—

A LONDON SENSATION. 


BOMBARDMENT OF 
CRIMINALS’ REFUGE, 
London vid Bombay, Jan. 4. 

An amazing scene was witnessed 
yesterday in London at Mile-end. 
Several hundred police surrounded 
a building in which they believed 
the men wanted in connexion with 
the Houndsditch murders bad 
taken refuge. 

A terrific and prolonged fusillade 
was poured on the police, who were 
supported by four companies of 
Scots Guards with a Gatling gun, 
three gans from the Royal Horse 
Artillery and a Fire Brigade detach- 
ment with a hose, 
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Eventually the assassins, evident- 
ly considering the straggle hope- 
Tess, set fire to the house, in which 
they then committed suicide. 

'wo of the police, three specta- 
tors, a Sergeant of the Scots 
Guards and five firemen were 
wounded.— Reuter. 






‘omission, The above telegram 
first in reference to the outrage that bas 
been supplied by this sevice, Tele- 
grams, however, from the Japanese 
Press, which we published on December 
27 sod 29, gave some of the facts.

£500 was offered for the discovery of 
evidence leading to the arrest of the 
morderers. It may be remarked that 
in the portion of the Esst End where 
the crimes were committed there is a 
large alien colony.—En. 























A SOMBRE MYSTERY.

‘The approximate distance of the earth- 
quake was between 4,500 and 
6,000 kilometres (about 3,000 miles) 
probably to the West. To-day 
Sicawei Observatory reports that 
the shock registered on January 4 
waa one of the strongest recorded 
in the registers of the Observatory. 
‘A second shock was registered at 5h. 
44m, 443. p.m. on the same day.—Ep.

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NEW YEAR 


RESILIENCE. 
December 31. 

Rarety, if ever, will Sbunghai 
havo parted more gladly with an old 
year than on this occasion. The 
time is out of joint; the community is 
perilously near being ont of humour 
with itself, and is by no means at 
one on the subject of setting things 
right. It is inclined to feel that it 
has been hardly dealt with during 
the past twelve months, not least 
of all in finding itself without a 
convenient scapegoat on whom to 
lay sing that are for the most part 
of its own commission. From /urce 
majeure it bas beon in the main 
free. Left to itself the year would 
have ran a normally prosperous 
course, Trade showed signs of a 
steady improvement after a few 
lean years, and prospects in China 
and in the world generally were 
fair. Then came the rubber boom, 
but there was no reason why that 
should not have been employed to 
enhance the favouring turn of 
events, for already 
enough companies on the world’s 
market to receive all legitimate in- 
vestments. Shanghai, however, 
deserted the narrow path of sound 
business and indulged in the wildest 
excesses of a gambling mania. And 
yet there was some line of reason- 
ing in its madness. For the pur- 

‘of the boom the commanity 
regarded itself as a large family 
party. Promoters and directors 
wore among its prominent business 
men, and it seemed ont of the ques- 
tion that they should allow them- 
selves to be deceived or from want 
of the necessary precautions should 
ive others. Fortunes were 
being made out of rubber else- 
where, and it was nataral, when 
everyone connected with a new 
company was well known locally, 
that there should be a wild rush 
for the shares. What was not 
realized was that companies were 
being floated merely for the pur- 
pose of benefiting by that wild 
rush, without the least regard being 
paid—in many eases—to their! 
intrinsic merits. 

This episode, dragging out its 
uncertain length over many months, 
has cast a shadow over the whole 
year. [von the favouring circum- 
stances for which the community 
has reason to be thankfal seem of 
a negative order. Plague made « 
determined assault on the port, but! 
for the time being at least has been 
repulsed, and Shanghai has been 
saved this major evil. Thanks to 
the recuperstive powers of the 
Settlement and its position as a port 
of delivery for:a vast Ainterland, 




















an improvement had already set in 
by the end of September in local 
trade, in spite of continued strin- 
gency in the money market. It 
was too much to hope that the 
upward movement would be main- 
tained without a break, and a 
slight set-back occurred with the 
plague scare. The events of those 
few weeks show how far the Chinese 
and foreign elements in this Settle- 
ment are from an adequate under- 
standing of one another. Stress of 
circumstances, however, brought 
them together on this occasion for’ 
purposes of co-operation, and the! 
comparative success achieved may 
render possible further development 
of the underlying principle. With 
the short-lived troubles of that time 
passed, the business outlook has 
improved. Crop reports through- 
out the greater part of the Empire 
are good (although in two portions, 
in the north of Anhai and Kiengsu 
and in north Kiangsi, famine 
indications ure unfortanately pre- 
sent) and the close of the year 
provides justification for optimism 
in regard to the immediate fature 
of trade and commerce. 

For some time to come, however, 
the majority of the community will 
be turning its eyes to the south 
rather than to any other point of 
the compass. The savings of years 
and the hopes of future savings 
have gone in this direction, and 
until they return in a concrete 
form the good humour of the com- 
munity must Inck some measure of 
spontaneity. If no comprehensive 
panacea is forthcoming, there is at! 
least an indication of a desire to 
make the most of what is left of 
the rubber wreckage. With the 
curtailment of local expenditure 
and an intelligent and rigorous 
supervision of estate expenses, 
there is no reason why many 
of the companies should not 
prove reasonably remunerative in- 
vestments. On directors is placed 
the responsibility of leaving 
nothing undone to make amends 
for the flotation of poor estates or 
the payment of inflated prices, 
while shareholders have it in their 
power to express their wishes on 
the conduct of the company’s 
affairs. Some companies will call 
for more thorough investigation 
than others, and it may well be 
that the rubber boom has yet to 
achieve a more unenviable notoriety 
before the atmosphere can be 
satisfactorily cleared. Such matters, 
however, belong to the year that is 
passed; their shadows may be 
thrown over the months to come, 
but the substance must once and 
for all be relegated into the back- 
ground. The community is aware 
that “’t is not in mortals to com- 
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mand success”; but it will add, 
«we'll do more ; we'll deserve it,” 
and in this frame of mind will look 
forward confidently to a happy 
New Year. 


CHINA IN 1910. 


January 3. 
FINANCE. 

If it were possible to subject 
Chinese affairs of the past year to 
the process of sifting through 
sieve, it would be found that, 
ever large the mesh, the residue 
that survived the operation would 
represent financial considerations 
and the constitutional movement. 
In other words these matters have 
been paramount without interrup- 
tion throughout the year, and can 
never have been altogether lost 
sight of in the counsels of Peking. 
Now Year's Day in this respect 
was prophetic of the fate in store 
for the country, for on that day 
appeared an Edict ordaining that 
all financial transactions, whether 
national or provincial, should be 
placed in the bands of the Ministry 
of Finance and in view of their 
bearing on China’s foreign rela- 
tions should be notified also to the 
Waiwupu. The order was a de- 
finite step in the direotion of bring- 
ing the provinces under the control 
of Peking, and although the-move- 
ment has made some headway 
during the past twelve months, the 
measure of centralization achieved 
so far by the Chinese Government 
hhas not been conspicuous. Passive 
resistance rather than open revolt 
bas been the mot d’ordre of the 
provinces, and a tribute to the 
success of their efforts has been 
paid in the frequent attempts of 
Duke Tsai Tse, President of the 
Ministry of Finance, to resign his 
difficulé, and well nigh hopeless, 
task. Thus when the provincial 
Governments were ordered ‘to for- 
ward to the Ministry their estimates 
of revenue and expenditare for the 
current year, they showed a proper 
spirit of ready acquiescence. But 
every budget indicated such a sub 
stantial deficit, that the coincidence 
could not but rouse the suspicions 
of the distracted Minister. The 
estimates were referred — back 
for further consideration, and in 
some instances were improved to 
the extent of some tens of thousands 
of taels; but the net result remained 
the same. At a later date the 
Imperial Budget was presented 
to the National Assembly, the 
estimated revenue being placed at 
Tis. 296,962,722-and the expendi- 
ture at Tis. 333,056,364. These 
figures, however, are being modified 
in the course of their progress 
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through the provisional Parlia- 
ment. 


ent 

Meanwhile the constitutional and 
reform movement was assuming 
serious proportions on paper. Each 
new step advocated and approved 
entailed farther expenditure, and 
it became evident that costliness 
was coming to be regarded as the 
hallmark of soundness in the matter 
of national progress. The necessity 
for currency reform and financial 
reorganization had finally impressed 
itself on all who were responsible 
for the government of the country, 
with the result that the past year 
has witnessed pathetic endeavours 
to avoid recourse to the one and 
only method of achieving success, 
Modern state finance is a science 
that China’s statesmen have not yet 
mastered ; and if they were pro- 
ficient in it, it is doubtful whether 
they would be able to apply it 
adequately in their own country. 
On May 24 appeared an Edict on 
currency reform, fixing the dollar 
(“yuan”) as the standard upit on 
asilver basis. Steps were at once 





set on foot to give effect to the| Dé 


recommendations of the Ministry 
of Finance thus approved by the 
Throne, but it was found that the 
silver available for the purpose was 
wholly inadequate to launch the 
new coini on the country, 
Minting had, therefore, to be dis- 
continued pending the negotiation 
of the American loan of ten million 
sterling, which received Imperial 
sanction on October 30. This loan 
has subsequently assumed an inter- 
national character,and is to besbared, 
according to a formal agreement, 
between the United States, Great 
Britain, Germany and France. 
‘The Rdict could authorize the loan, 
but was obliged to leave the detail: 
to subsequent arrangement. When, 
therefore, it was found 

the United States Government 
stipulated for the appointment of 
an American financial adviser to 
superintend the expenditare of the 
money, the loan lost much of its 
attractiveness in Chinese eyes, and 
the negotiations on the subject are 
pursuing a normally protracted 
course. 

China’s indebtedness, however, 
is being gradually increased, for the 
year has seen a somewhat striking 
‘extension of the policy of minor loans, 
in several cases with the distinction 
between state and personal re- 

sibility vuriously vague. Thus 

1@ province of Anhui negotiated a 
Joan of Tis. 2,000,000 in connexion 
with the surrender to the province 
of the Anhui Concession for the 
sum of £52,000. The balance of 
the Tientsin-Pukou —_ Railway 
loan (£4,800,000) was floated on

Under the title of Seven per cent. 
Peking-Hankow Railway Redem; 
tion Loan, Government bonds to the 
extent of £450,000 were purchased 
by the London City and Madland 
Bank. A provincial loan negotiated 
by the Governor of Hunan without 
reference to the Provincial Assembly 
has been the subject of debate in 
the National Assembly, while that 
‘same body has also bad to listen to 
appeals from the Nanking As- 
sembly against the action of 
Viceroy Chang Jen-chun in negotiat- 
ing on his own account or through 
the Shanghai Taotai successive 
loans, amounting in all to Tis. 
8,000,000, intended to relieve the 
Shanghai ‘money market or for 
other purposes undefined. The 
Canton-Hankow or Central China 
Railway loan is still the subject of 
fruitless discussion in Peking be- 
tween the representatives of the 
four syndicates (British, German, 
French and American) concerned. 
fates from Hunan and Hupeb, 
id established themselves in 
Peking at the end of 1909 to 
protest against this loan, held their 
ground and have successfully 
prevented a successful issue to the 
loan negotiations.

‘The year under review was the 
second year of the period of nine 
years’ constitutional evolution pre- 
scribed by the Throne for the 
country’s preparation for full con- 
stitutional government, and in 
accordance with the original pro- 







echengyuan, 
ial Assembly, was brought 
nce. Its members, two 
hundred in number, were appointed 
during the year, according to the 
elaborate rules’ governing their 
selection, and on October 3 the As- 
sembly was formally opened by the 
Prince Regent. The composition 
of the T=echengyuan is as follows : 
—sixteen members from among the 
Imperial Princes and Dukes ; 
twelve from Manchu and Chinese 
hereditary nobles ; fourteen from 
the Princes and’ Dukes of the 
Dependencies ; six from the Im- 
perial Clansmen and Gioro ; thirty- 
two from officials of the Peking 
Ministries and Boards ; ten emin- 
ent scholars ; ten payers of large 
taxes and one hundred members of 
the Provincial Assemblies. The 
hundred members comprised in the 
special classes are appointed by the 








Throne, while the “ popular repre- 
sentatives ” are chosen by the Pro- 
vincial Assemblies from among 
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their own members; twice the 
number of delegates required for 
the representation of the province 
are elected and from these the 
Viceroy or Governor chooses the 
actual members of the National 
Assembly. From the earliest days 
of its first session the National As- 
sembly has focussed in itself the 
constitutional movement. What 
the Provincial Assemblies achieved 
in their own restricted sphere in the 
previous year the National Assem- 
bly has accomp! g in the 
name of the Empire and at close 
quarters with the Government and 
the Throne. The close of 1909 had 
seen an informal gathering in 
Shanghai of delegates from a large 
number of Provincial Assemblies, 
who met to formulate a de- 
mand for the opening of 
Parliament at an earlier date than 
that stipulated in the nine years’ 
programme. Representatives of 
this conference were sent to Peking 
and on January 20 presented their 
first petition for the early grant of 
representative institutions. The 
request was refused; but the 
delegates were only temporarily 
silenced and on June 16 & 
second petition was presented, 











only to be refused by Edict 
again eleven days later. Sup- 
port for the demand for an 


earlier opening of Parliament was 
still forthcoming from all parts of 
the country and from all classes. 
On October 22 the National Assembly 
entered the lists with a memorial to 
the Throne to the same effect. 
Meanwhile the Prince Regent had 
had opportunity to take the opinion 
‘of Viceroys and Governors, as well 
‘as to realize that the trend of events 
was becoming too strong for him. 
Accordingly on November 4 an 
Edict was issued to announce that 
Parliament would be opened in the 
fifth year of Hsuan Tang, in 1913. 
Farther “popular” efforts to 
shorten even this period of prepara- 
tion have elicited a severe reprimand 
from the Throne, and delegates 
from Manchuria specially sent to 
arge the necessity of such a step 
have been escorted back to their 
province under guard. 

‘The National Assembly ap- 
parently acquiesces in the three 
years’ delay in the opening of 
Parliament, bat is agitating 
for a responsible Cabinet. Usurping, 
as it bas done with astonishing 
success, powers that were never 
intended to be given it, the Tze- 
chengyuan bas found itself constant- 
ly at loggerbeads with the Grand 
Council. Its several denunciations 
of this body caused the Grand 
Councillors to hand in their joint 
resignation to the Prince Regent ; 
but Prince Chun declined to accept 
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itand took the Assembly to task for’ 
its presumption. The close of the 
year finds the struggle between the 
National Assembly and the Govern- 
ment still in progress. The former 
experiences little difficulty in plac- 
ing its finger on weak spots in 
Chi administration ; but up to’ 
the present it has displayed no 
marked genius for constructive 
statesmanship, and at times it is 
clearly inclined to allow its exuber- 
ance to run away with its judge- 
ment. 

‘At tho request of the Throne the 
Bureau for the Preparation of 
Constitutional Government submit- 
ted a report on the progress of the 
movement in the country. Al- 
though this body was able to draft 
a long memorandum on the subject, 
it is to be feared that of the four-| 
teen items for which provision was 
to be made during the year under 
review, one only, the establishment 
of the National Assembly, bas 
achieved practical accomplish 
Other schemes concerned adminis- 
tration, civil affairs, finance, educa- 
tion, law and the judiciary. In Janu- 
ary the Bureau presented a scheme 
of administrative reorganization 
and in December the sume scheme 
reached the Throne again in a 
revised form. On December 14 
an Edict bearing on the Burean’s 
report was issued, and its burden 
was to the effect that “ officials in 
control who perform their duties 
in earnest are to be found, but those 
who treat them as matters of form 
are seldom non-existent.” Through- 
out the year Edicts have indicated 
that the Prince Regent bas a clear 
idea regarding what oughttobedone, 
but finds himself quite powerless 
to give effect to his wishes. Thus 
on July 30 an Edict appeared 
calling for greater care and dis- 
cretion in the appointment of 
departmental and district magi- 
strates. and for closer supervision 
over these officials by their superiors. 
On the next day the Throne 
inveighed against the bribery and 
corruption prevalent among the 
official class. nother edict en- 
joined the abolition of slavery or its 
restriction within very narrow 
limits. Even in the matter of 
opium suppression the Regent 
intimated on September 27 that 
he realized that the favourable 
reports with which he had been 
supplied were not correct, and 
ordered some of the rewards pre- 
viously given in this connexion to 
be cancelled. The prohibition of 
opium smoking and of the 
growth of the poppy has made 
progress, but not to the extent 
alleged in China and abroad. 
‘As the agreement between the 
Indian Government and China 





























for the gradual restriction of the 
imported drag expired at the end 
of 1910, negotiations for its renewal 
were opened in Peking in the 
autumn. By that time the Chinese 
Government realized that the pro- 
gress made would not bear the test 
of cold and accurate statistics and 
applied to be liberated from this 
part of its previous undertaking. 
Sir Alexander Hosio had already 
started upon his tour of the 
country—on bebalf of the In- 
dian Government to discover 
the real position. His investiga- 
tions in the northern provinces, it 
is understood, proved that the 
anxiety of the Chinese Government 
not to be bound by detailed figures 
that could be tested was amply 
justified. Owing toa fresh agita- 
tion against opium on the part of 
Tientsin students, egged on by a 
foreigner, the negotiations between 
the British Legation and the Chinese 
were interrapted and up 
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.| to the present have led to no results, 


In Canton the action of the Viceroy 
in imposing a tax on opium that fell 
exclusively on the imported drag 
led to strong protests from Indian 
merchants and representations from 
the British authorities. The Viceroy 
modified the incidence of the tax, 
but did not recede from his position 
that China was at liberty to deal 
with opium as she liked, when once 
it had been introduced into the 
country. 

The question of cutting off the 
has also exercised all classes 
‘nese society from the Prince 
Regent to tailors and hotel servants. 
Permission has now beea given to 
Chinese in the army, navy and 
police to cut off the quene, and it 
was to be inferred that general 
permission to follow the same 
example would shortly afterwards 
be given to the whole nation. But 
agitation found expression in a 
memorial and on December 21 an 
Edict was issued in the vaguest 
terms, pointing out that authority 
to cut off the queue had only been 
granted to the three classes already 
mentioned, and urging the people 
“not to give credit lightly to idle 
sayings, thereby causing misunder- 
standing.” 











Tanuary 4. 
REORGANIZATION. 
Caanors in the higher official 
posts of the Empire during the 
period under review have been 
rendered necessary by vacancies 
caused by death and for other 
reasons. The year’s obitaary list 
includes the names of Tai Hung-tze, 
Grand Councillor and member of the 
Grand Secretariat, (February 22) 
and Lu Choan-lin, also a member

of the same bodies (August 23). 
The former was succeeded in each 
capacity by Hsu Shih-chang. Toan 
Fang ‘who had been relieved of his 
post as Metropolitan Viceroy after 
the funeral of the Emperor and 
Empress Dowager bas remained 
‘en retraite throughout the year ; 
Chun Knei-lung, his successor st 
Tientsin, is now anxious to resign 
his position. ‘The Canton Viceroy, 
Yuan Shu-bsun, obtained leave to 
resign after a somewhat stormy 
tenure of office and was led 
by Chang Ming-chi, promoted from 
the Governorship of Kuangsi. Tih 
Liang, Minister of War, was also 
removed from the active list and 
made way for General Yin Chang, 
who had been Chinese Minister in 
Berlin. 

With General Yin Chang and 
Prince Tsai Hsun in charge 
respectively of military and 
naval affairs, these departments 
of stato have shown special 
activity at least on paper throngh- 
out the year. Prince Tsai Hsun 
bad undertaken an extensive tour 
abroad, from which he returned 
during the year and then paid a 
flying visit to America, In spite 
of many rumours, no great scheme 
of naval construction hes been 
embarked upon as yet by China. 
The reorganization of the two 
services, however, was advanced by 
an Edict issued’ on December 4 
creating separate Ministries for the 
two departments, which had hitherto 
been grouped in one. Yin Chang 
became Minister of War, with Shou 
Hein Vico-Minister ; while Prince 
Tsai Hsun was appointed Minister 
of Marine, with T’an Hsuch-héng 
Vico-Minister, Admiral Sah Chén- 
ping being ‘kept on the active 
list as Commander of the Yangtze 
Squadron. It is felt that in General * 
Yin Chang the Peking Government 
bas a strong and able member, but 
it bas yet to be seen whether the 
Chineso system of administration, 
involved as it is in Palace and 
Ministorial intrigue, will 
anyone to take a prominent and 
consistent réle in Peking affairs. 


RAILWAYS. 


Railway construction during the 
year cannot be said to have 
made very satisfactory progress. 
Where it is in foreign hands 
8 normal rate of advance is 
being chronicled; but the year’s 
record from the point of view of 
the empire as a whole must be con- 
sidered disappointing. On October 
1 the British section of the Kow- 
loon-Canton Railway was opened, 
and on December 5 between twenty 
and thirty miles of the Chinese 
section at the other end of the line 
were finished. A fortnight Inter 
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the Tientsin-Pokou Railway was 
extended south of ‘Tsinanfa to 
Taianfu. Little has been heard 
of the Pukou section of this 
line, which is under British super- 
vision. At one period it was 
understood that a grave defect in 
the construction had manifested it- 
self by a considerable portion of the 
earthworks being under water. 
Death has dealt hardly with the 
employees on this section and it i 
a matter for regret that the medical 
arrangements for the foreign staff, 
though denounced as inadequate by 
Shanghai and Chinkiacg physi- 
cians, do not appear to have 
received sufficient attention from’ 
those responsible for the constrac- 
tion of the railway. 

In other parts of the country 
railway constrnction is either 
entirely held up for want of 
fands or is proceeding according 
to Chineso lights. Work on the 
Hopeb-Szechuan railway has pro- 
gressed, one hundred miles from 
Tchang’ westwards being nominally 
‘under construction. Some anxiety 
has existed regarding the fate of 
the funds collected for this line, 
and denunciations and denials hay 
boon the order of the day. At t! 
close of the year a remarkable 
decision was taken at Chengtn to 
discontinue worl: on the Icbang 
section and in its stead to build a li 
from Chungking to Chengta, but 
it is not yet known whether thoso 
responsible for the line will act 
upon this proposal. 

Reports from the Peking-Han- 
kow Railway point to a steady 
deterioration of the line since it 
was handed over to Chinese man- 
agement, although the receipts from 
the working have been phenomen- 
ally large. The art of railwa 
management has yet to be acquired 
by Chinese, who seem unable to 
abandon the foolish policy of 
sacrificing the proper maintenance 
of a line to immediate revenue. 
The Shanghai-Nanking Railway’ 
pays its way, but the incidence of 
likin deprives it of the returns on 
goods traffic which it is entitled 
to expect and renders it. dependent 
on the Chinese Government for 
meeting the five per cent interest 
due to bondholders. 


RIOTS AND ROUTINE. 
For a country where superstition 
plays a prominent part in the daily 
life of the nation, China has passed 
through a comparatively uneventfal 
existence during the year that saw 
the return of Halley’s Comet. The 
direct effects of this notable visitor 
were minimized by the timely action 
of the Christian Literature Society 
in disseminating broadcast through- 
out the Empire the news of its ap- 




















proach. The masses were possessed 
by fear and wonder, bat the appear- 
ance of the Comet was not attended 
by disturbances propter loc. The 
year had opened under adverse econ- 
‘omic conditions ; food was none too 
plentifal and the need of money for 
dministrative reforms prompted the 
imposition of fresh taxes. Where 
these incentives were lacking in in- 
tensity, officials or the gentry would 
seck to improve the occasion by 
trying to effect « corner-in rice. 
1as for one reason or another riots 

or disturbances have been in progress 
virtually every month of the year. 
Tanghsiang (Chékiang’, Canton,

Shantung, Yiinnan—the list can 
be extended almost indefinitely, if 
minor outbreaks are to be included. 
Tn Yiinnan the disturbances assumed 
the proportions of a revolt, in 
Canton the outbreak among the 
soldiery on Febraary 10 was not 
welled without considerable blood- 
shed. For five days from April 
14 to 18 the town of Changsha was 
given over to organized bands of 
rioters ; foreign property was de- 
stroyed and the foreigners in the city 
had to take refuge on vessels in the 
river. A month later there were 
further disturbances in a neighbour- 
ing town in Hunan, and the spirit 
of unrest throughout the province 
showed that evil influences had been 
at work to spread an anti-foreign 
spirit among the people. In other 
centres similar unrest manifested 
itself, but was kept in check by 
vigorous action on the part of the 
authorities. 

Progress in other directions than 
those already dealt with under the 
Constitutional movement bas not’ 

conspicuous. The now spirit 
is gradually permeating the country, 
but its tendencies at present are 
iconoclastic rather than constructive. 
Tn regard to the all-important sub- 
ject of education it may be doubted 
whether the Empire has not 
retrogressed rather than broken 
fresh ground. Many of the 
‘schools hastily started in the early 
days of the reform fever are either 
closed or are languishing, sorry 
patterns of what an educational 
institution should be. In some 
centres good work has been done, 
but in education as in other matters 
Chioa lacks the motive power 
necessary to galvanize into action 
her loose-knit empire, paralysed 
‘as it is by administrative inefficiency 
and absence of rapid communica- 
tion.s 

National ignorance was strikingly 
exemplified by the flonrish of 
trampets that heralded the inaugura- 
tion of the National Debt Redemp- 
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ion Fund. Official patronage was 
given to the scheme, and public 
servants were even enjoined to de- 
vote a portion of their salaries to it. 
Within a few months the atter 
unfeasibility of the project was 
realized and the fund passed out 
of existence to other purposes. 
Knowledge and a more practical 
tarn of mind would once more have 
saved China from the periodic 
return of famine. The district now 
visited,northern Anhui and northern 
Kiangso, suffered three years ago, 
but no steps have been taken to 
remove the obvious causes of the 
disaster. Rivers and canals are 
allowed to deteriorate, until they 
fail to be of use for the purpose either 
of man as means of communication 
or of Nature as water channels, 

The year under review saw the 
opening of the Nanyang Exhibition 
at Nanking, following upon a 
series of local exhibitions held in 
various parts of the Empire as 
feeders to the national undertaking. 
As a first effort in this direction 
the Exhibition reflected considerable 
credit on the promoters; that it 
was not a financial success may bo 
attributed to the unreadiness of the 
nation at large to appreciate such 
an enterpriso, as well as to 
financial stringency in the district 
served by the Exhibition. 














January 5. 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS —TIBET 

China’s foreign affairs have o 
tendency to ignore convenient divi- 
sions of time and to develop a pro- 
tracted existence which may leave 
little to be recorded in such a brie 
interval as that of a year. In many 
instances the subjects that exercised 
the mind of the Government in 
1909 will be found still unsettled 
in 1910, for Chinese diplomacy 
knows well when procrastina~ 
tion can be advantageously employ- 
ed. Thus the year under review 
witnessed a crisis in Tibetan affairs; 
bat although a certain stage has 
been reached in the resultant ne- 
gotiations between Great Britain 
and China, the veil of silence has 
remained drawn over the incident 
for several months, and that before 
any definite stage in the proceedings 
was reached. 

On Christmas Day, 1909, the 
Dalai Lama, after an absence from 
his capital extending over live years, 
returned to Lhasa, He had already 
satisfied himself, however, that the 
situation in his country was critical 
and that the Chinese attitude to- 
wards him and the Tibetans in 
general was not such as to in- 
spire confidence. Accordingly on 
November 7 he had sent a 
messenger by Calcutta to Pe- 
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with a letter to the 
British Minister. In this docu- 


ment, which reached Peking on 
Febroary 7 and was delivered a 
fortnight later, the Dalai Lama 
pointed ont that Chinese troops 
were operating in Tibet and ex- 
pressed the hope that anything that 
the Minister could do would be 
done. Similar letters were ad- 
dressed to the Japanese, French and 
Russian Ministers. In the mean- 
time on January 31 the British 
Trade Agent at Gyantse had been 
informed by the Dalai Lama and 
his Council that the operatio 
Chinese troops in eastern Tibet 
were of a provocative nature. 
Negotiations were opened in Lhasa 
between the Dalai Lama and the 
Chinese Resident, and in the course 
of these it would appear probable: 
that the Assistant Resident gave 
a promise that not more than 
2 thousand Chinese troops would 
be allowed to advance and 
that they would be stationed only 
at Gyantse, Phari, Chombi and 
Khamba Jung for the protection of 
tmde, The accounts regarding the: 
understanding arrived 
are conflicting ; but a (' 
2,000 strong, under Chao Erh-fcog 
bad advanced to Chiamdo, where, 
on January 20, an encounter took 
place with Tibetans. Tho Tibetan 
troops subsequently withdrew and 
on February 12 forty Chinese 
mounted infantry and 200 infantry 
reached Lhasa, with the main body 
of troops, a thousand strong, two 
marches bebind. Without any 
farthor attempt at negotiation the: 
Dalai Lama and his Ministers fled 
the same night, with a guard of 200 
soldiers. Chinese troops started in 
pursuit, but after a check at the 
Brahmapatra River did not press 
closely upon the fugitives. The 
Dalai Lama travelled rapidly in the 
direction of India by way of Karola, 
Phari and Ghnatong, reaching 
Darjiliog on February 27. At a 
later date he went on to Calcutta 
and on March 14 saw the Viceroy. 
He returned to Darjiling, where he 
still remains, and recent reports 
state that the Buddhist Pontiff is 
contemplating a visit to England. 
The flight of the Dalai Lama to 
Indian territory led to representa- 
tions from the British Government 
to the Chinese authorities in 
Peking. On Febrnary 25 an 
Edict was issued deposing the 
Dalai Lama,but the Chinese Govern- 
ment disclaimed any intention of 
farther aggressive action in Tibet. 
The troops already there were said 
to haye been sent “to tranquillize 
the country and protect the trade- 
marts,” and various assurances 
were given to the British Govern- 
ment on the points raised by 




















it in connexion with the develop- 
ments in Tibet. ‘There the matter 
would soem to rest for tho present. 
Any subsequent action taken by 
China in Tibet has failed to attract 
attention, but it may be doubted 
whether the British demand that 
real Tibetan Government should be 
maintained has received very literal 
compliance, The Dalai Tama 
remains nominally deposed, but no 
successor to the high office bas 
been appointed. 


MACAO. 


The Macao boundary question 
has added another fruitless year to 
along life that already extends 
over three centaries. After China’ 
refusal to submit the point at issue 
to The Hague on the ground tha: 
foreigners always favour foreign- 
ers,” negotiations were again 
interrapted. 

On July 11 an attack was made 
on the Portuguese guard on the 
neighbouring island of Kolowan 
by a large band of pirates with 
the assistance or connivance of 











the islanders. A Portuguese 
force acted promptly and al 
bombardment of the island ensued, 





followed by regular operations by 
landing parties from men-of-war. 
In the course of a fortnight the 
irates were tracked to their lair, a 
number were killed or surrendered 
and Kolowan and the neighbouring 
waters were held to have been 
cleared of these undesirable inha- 
bitants. 


MANCHURIA. 


Throughout the year Manchuria 
has loomed large on tho political 
horizon, though more as a subject 
of international discussion than by 
reason of definite achievements. 
On January 4 Mr. P. C. Knox 
Secretary of State for the United 
States, propounded to the world 
his scheme for the neutralization. of 
tho Manchurian railways by their 
sale to China, who was to be 
financed by the Powers. The 
scheme, while theoretically simple, 
ignored the stern realities of the 
situation in Manchuria. Russia 
and Japan would have stultified all 
their efforts of the past decade by 
accepting it, and consequently Mr. 
Knox’s proposal fell on barren 
ground. It was followed, however, 
almost immediately by the an- 
nouncement that the American 
Banking Syndicate had been grant- 
ed by the Chinese Government a 
concession for a railway from 
Chinchon on the Gulf of Liaotung 
to Aigun on the Amur River. A 
British firm was interested in the 
undertaking, but the British Gov- 
‘ernment could not lend its support, 
ns it was bound by an agreement 








with Russia not to press China for 
sa conceasios north of the Great 

all. Japan did not oj the 
scheme, but contented hereelt by 
pointing out that she would expect 
to participate in any enterprise so 
closely connected with her existing 
interests in Manchuria. Russia on 
the other hand interposed a direct 
veto on the construction by others 
of a railway crossing or meeting 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, and 
theconcession has not yet materializ~ 
ed. The incident brought American 
financial interests prominently into 
Chinese politics, and the subsequent 
agreement between the British, 
American, German and French 
financial groups provides for par- 
ticipation for the futnre in all 
large Chinese enterprises that may 
be secured by one or other of the 
syndicates. 

Trouble arose between the Chin- 
ses Goreme and the Russian 
authorities regarding navigation on 
the Sungari River. In epi of 
previous arrangements the Chineso 
without reference to Russia issued 
regulations for Russian vessels ply- 
ing on this river and started 10 
levy taxes on Russian shipping. 
On April 30 an ultimatum: was 
presented to the Peking Govern- 
ment to the effect that if the ques- 
tion at issue were not settled by 
the first day of July, the Russian 
authorities would adopt their own 

of action. An agreement was 
finally reached on August 1 and 
duly ratified on August 9. 

Relations between China and 
Japan remained friendly durin, 
the past year. After twelve months 
intermittent negotiations the Man- 
cburian Postal Convention was 
signed on February 10, while an 
agreement was also reached on the 
Chientao question, mainly in favonr 
of China. With the annexation of 
Korea, however, which followed 
in August (the agreement was 
concluded on August 22 and 
promulgated on August 29) the 
Japanese claim that the situation 
in Chientao has been modified by 
the transformation of the Korean 
inhabitants into Japanese subjects.

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‘Although it may not be possible 
to point to any definite indication 
of the weakening of China’s hold 
on Manchuria, it is clear that a 
year which has witnessed the 
Russo-Japanese agreement (con- 
cluded on July 4), for the regula- 
tion of the two Poxers’ respective 
interests in that territory, and the 
annexation of Korea by Japan can 
hardly be said to leave the province 
in the exact status in which it found 
it. The outward insignia of Chinese 
rule, a Provincial Assembly, police, 
troops and administration, are all 
to be seen there ; but the real 
power over the destinies of Man- 
charia, as Mr, Knox realized, rests 
for the present with those who 
control the railways. 

In other respects the conduct of 
foreign affairs bas pursued a normal 
course. If the Waiwapu cannot 
claim to have passed an idle year, 
it has been free from acute crises, 
Fears of Russian aggression in 
Mongolia have found an echo in 
the native Press, but it may be

own initiative, The Prince concluded 
by moving that the memorial be can- 
celled.

FOREIGN LOANS. 


THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY'S 
MEMORIAL. 

The following is a translation of the 
memorial in reference to foreign pro- 
vincial loans, which was submitted to 
the Throne by the Natiooal Assembly 
and was handed over to the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and the Ministry of 
Finance for consideration and report :— 

Since the opening of the session wo 
have received much correspondence 
from provincial assemblies appealing 
to us for decision mostly on matters 
relatiog to public loans and taxes which 
have not been referred to them for dis 
cussion and decision by the Viceroys 
and Governors. 

‘Among these complaints was one 
from the Kiangsa Assembly, which is 
of the greatest consequence ; more 
important than all the rest. It accuses 
Chang Jen-chia, the Viceroy of the 
two Kiang of somtechont on ite 
rights and inf t of the law, by 
contracting foreign loane several times 
without referriog them to it for dis- 
cussion, 

The first occasion was in Joly 
thia year, when three banks, Chén Yoan 
and two others, failed, owing enormous 
sums of money to Chinese and toga 
mercbants. ‘The Viceroy 
temorialied the Throne, aad obtained 
Imperial sanction for « foreign loan of 
three and a half million Tale (Tis. 
3,500,000) for repayment to foreign 
firms of the debts for and on bebalf of 
the bankrupt merchants. Soon after, 
the Viceroy was questioned by the 
Provincial Assembly, but he only 
thifted bis faalt to subordinate officials. 
And, moreover, he neglected to devise 
methods of precantion and safeguards 
a

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Self-Government Society, and they 
regretted vory greatly that more 
sesnrate information hed not long ago 
reached the Governor at Ankiog, aud 
throogh him your Committee, regarding 
the seriousness of the situation here. 
‘They feel that the blame for the fsilure 
in reaching the Governor is due to the 
official, who preceded oar present Hsien.

China Under the Empress Dowager, by 
J. 0. P. Bland and E. Backbonse. 
William Heinemann, London. 





Thie volume from the pen of Messrs, 
4.0. P. Bland and E, Backbouse ir, 
without doubt, the most striking work 
that has yet been written on China, 
Other authors re written valuable 
books on the Middle Kingdom, seiting 
forth its history in masterly detail 
‘and portrayiog the life of the people 
ith scholarly accuracy or sympathetic 
Bat the foontaia head of all 
in the Empire has remained 
itbio « walled enclosure ; ylimpses of 
the forbidden yroond may have boon 
obtained, its physical festares bave 
been carefally mapped, and conjec 
based on such lence a8 was a 
able, has done its best to perform tho 
fonctions of the historian, For the first 
time the cartain before the Peking 
Court bas been lifted to reveal the 
actore, nut in the performance of 
their several parts before the footlights, 
bot ia the ioner sanctum of the green 
room.

Following the diary is a chapter de- 
voted to the memory of Yuan Cb'ang 
and Hsa Chin-ch’eng, the two Minis- 
ters who laid down their lives for what 
they knew to be their coantry’s bighest 

good. Their memorials show that they

Jadg Lu's valedictory memorial, never 
before published in China or elsewhere, 
throws valoable light on the coup d'état 
‘and the relations between Tsa Hei and 
the Emperor at tbat time.

‘As some uncertainty obtains regard- 
iog the manner of voting and «f 
eoording the votes at these elections, 
it_may be of interest to publish the 

jon given to me by the Consal- 
General for France. Candidates for 
the Municipal Conscil must send in 
their names to the Consul-General, who 
will publish them in the order received. 

‘be eligibility of candidates, if challen 
is decided by the new Council, 
subject to the sanction of the Minister, 
The voters deposit a list with the names 
of the candidates which they choose 

mast of course be taken from 
blished by the French 
Consol-General.) 

The present election calls for three 
French and two von-French members 
‘of the Coancil and the voter may place 
five corresponding names on 
leas if he likes. Tp case more than five 
Dames sppear on a voting list, the first: 
names on the list as required to fill the 
vacancies will be recorded and the others 
not counted. The candidates yenerall 
lists printed and sent to the rate- 
rs, These lists may be oved, noless 
the voter prefers to make his own com- 
bioation of names. 

To the French settlement—contrary 
to the custom of the International side 
—nomination of = candidate does not 
constitate an election in tbe event of no 
contest ; in any case he must be rego- 
larly elected 

T think that a few words io regard to, 
the monicipal administration will not be 
amiss at this time. 

‘The constitation of the concession ie 
drawn up in few simple words and 
gives to it what ie practically self- 
administration, bat veste the French 
Coeal-General with certain powers of 
supervision and with the sole control of 
the police force. The principle of it is 
that the ratepayers have fall control of 
the finances throagh the Council and 
the Consal-General fall powers ia regard 

nd defence, 
The difficalt question of the organization 
of the police force has been solved in a 
perfect manner and the order and eafety 
which p in the French setilement 
is certainly one of its chief attractin 

As regards the financial administra 
tion of the concessinn Art. 11 of the 
constitntion say: ‘The meetings of 
the Couneil may be pablic and the 
minutes of noo-public meetings may be 
published. if the Council xo decides and 
the Consn! approves." The meetings 
in which the bndget is discussed are 
always public, unless the majority of 
the Coureil objects to it, Most un- 
fortaoately we never had any public 
budget meetings yet! When lately 
the badget for 1911 was laid before the 
Conneil and no objections had been 
raised I asked that the law be applied, 
bat again » vote closed the doors. The! 
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majority of the Connell is certainly 
hin ite right to take this action, bat 
8 decision of that natnre, without stat- 
ing any reason of any kind for it, can 
hardly be called in accord with’ the 
spirit of the law, and at the precent 
moment when the manicipal finances 
demand a thorongh resdjastment, when 
8 very heavy excess of expenditure over 
estimate and budget had to be accounted 
nd when s permanent loan had be 
discussed. it would probably bave been 
more pradent to take the pablig into 
one's confidence. 
ie ratepayer, it is troe, is enpplied 
with & certain amount of information, 
with more or less complete minutes of 
the meetings. bat they only learn of 
what bas already been done and this 
information does not allow any outsider 
to check intelligently the working of 
the Couveil, In fact, without a rate- 
" meeting, which in the Inter- 
ional settlement affords Conncil and 
Ratepayers an opportunity to explain 
and sett os, and by 
the ratepayer on 
the French side is kept out of touch 
with municipal affairs to such an extent, 
that, if I may nse the exprestion, 
0 public opinion with regard to them 
existe—a state of affairs which is surely 
not desirable ! 

The direct consequence of thie is an 
upstable policy, a policy which is formed 
aod reformed, ‘approved and rejected, 
according to the personal views of the 
Councillors and which is productive of 
inconsistencies and surprises which are 
very costly and irritatiog. I aaid be- 
fore that the good opportunity which 
our very wise cow i 
terest the public, to invite public di 
cussion and obtain through it a defini 
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been taken advantage of ; them 
of the Couocil has on several oc 
decided not to allow the public to parti- 
cipate, even indirectly in the speoding 
of theie money. I think that this ia a 
fact which the ratepayer, when he goce 
to record his vote, should bear in mind 
is @ poiot of vital importance fu 
fatare good adminintration, a safegaard 
fainst the re-occurrence of anmerous 
mistakes. 

Lest I be accused of exaggerating I 
think it osefal to illostrate my state- 
ments by a few extracts from the pab- 
lished minates ef the Council, which, 
uninterestiog in themselves, improve by 
comparison : I refer to minutes of 1909 
sluly 1 and 8, October 11, November 
16 and various committee report, 
balance shes, ete. The Council ar- 
ranges with the Hongkong bank for a 
temporary loan, an overdraft to meet 
avticipated expenditnre and for the 
issue of debentares for Tis. 250,000 to 
meet the same. The Fioanes Com- 
mittee spends months in stadying the 
question, it reports at mach length and 
Goally an exchange of letters with the 
Hongkong Bank settles the matter 
definitely as pr. decision of November 16, 
There was a satisfactory decision, 
rived at after very matore examins- 
tion of the wants of the settlement and 
the financial situstion. Now intervenes 
8 new election sod new views are 
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brought to the Connell. ‘The Chairman 
of the new Council, who at the same 
time is also Chairman of the Works 
Committee, without previous notice to 
the Conneil lays this loan question 
before the Works Committee and apon 
ita recommendation the Coancil decides 
not to take the money from the 
Hongkong bank, bat from the French 
bank, not to proceed with the issue of 
debentures, but to ask its Chairman to 
wo—mbile at home—if a gold loan 
might be negotiated in Paris. Minutes 
of May 12, 1910. (I may ask the 
question if the interests of the ratepay- 
8 imperatively reqoired this change 
of Banker or if any other plansible 
reason can be fonnd for it.) The Chair- 
man goes home, bat no word comes 
from him regar ting the gold loan obtain 
able or not in Paris and the Cooncil 
then—January 1911—decides to in- 
struct ite Finance Committee again to see 
what may be done in the way of deben- 
tares in Shanghai.

Near at hand, 
on the other side of the path, there 
grew the violet willow-herb, The flow 
ers of both cpen simaltancously. Bees 
and batterflies «warmed and flattered 
hither and thither over them; but 
yey bees flew past the scarlet flowers 
with indifference, and turned only to 

the violet flowers of the willow-herb, 
In the Vienna Botanic Gardens the 
blue flowers of the hyseop are planted 
‘among several kinds of-scarlet flowers. 
honey-bees fly about there in large 
nombers, but they only visit the byssop, 
the scarlet flowers being avoided 
by them. Whether the scarlet is 
wwoided or ditliked cannot be ascer- 
tained ; becanse it is ancertain whether 
he absence of bee visite to scarlet flowers 
is caused really by an actual dislike of 
the searlet colour, or whether it is not 
rather colonr-bliadness which is knowa 
to be the reason why many haman 
beings do not see red. If we say that 
the boney-bees do not sce the scarlet 
colour, it would be clear wby they would 
pay no visits to the lowers of the scarlt 
jam. They would not notice these 

































colours because the nerve bundles 
which correspond to the scarlet colour 
are awanting in their eyes, The but- 
terfly, like the humming-bird, seems to 
recognise scarlet, and is attracted by it 
for the honey in the flower, 
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THEIR INDUSTRY AND 
ECONOMY. 

Years ago, Lord Avebury, then Sir 
John Labbock, gave especial attention 
to the habits of bees and wasps, with 
regard to colonre, indastry, and the 
homing facalty. It you bring a bes to 
‘some honery, it feeds q ietly, goes back 
to the hive, stores away the boney, 
‘and returns with or without companions 
for another supply. He ascertained 
that each visit of a bee to the hone 
supplying flowers occupies about six 
minutes (at s reasonable distance from 
the hive ;) so that there are abyat ten 
visits in an hoor, and about a handred 















habite of wasps are very si 
that they appear to be quite 
dustrious as the bees. He trained a 
bbee and a warp to come to some honey, 
and then timed them through « whole 
day. The window of bis stady was 








open, sud the honey was on the table, 
Whea be entered st four in the morn- 
ing, the wasp was alroady at work, 
id continued without a moment's 
intermission antil close on eight o'clock 
in the evening, working withont a 
moment's reat all that time, and making 
no lesa than 116 visite to the honey, 
The bee did not commence work antil 
a quarter before six in the morning, and 
left off « little earlier than the wasp. 
This was in automa ; in sammer they 
may work overtime. 

TESTING THEIR POWER. 

Tn order to test the power of bees 
to appreciate culonr he placed some 
honey on slip of glasr, and pat 
the glass on a piecy of blue 
paper. When a bee had made several 
journoys, and thas become accustomed 
to the blae-coloar, he placed some more 
honey io the same manner on orange 
paper, where the bine had been, and 
removed the glass with the honey on 

@ bine paper abont x foot away, ‘The 
beo retarned as usual to the place where 
it bad been accastomed to find the 
honey ; but though it was still there, it 
did not alight, bat paused for a moment 
#8 if it did not like the, new colour, and 



































then dashed straight away to the blue 
paper. The bes certainly preferred the 
blue to the orange colour.

food which bees seek 











for the larve. The collecting is oarried 
by means of specially constracted 
irs and bristles, which clothe various 





parts of the body." Some of these baira 
are soft and flexible, and act like a 
dusting brash. The bristles are firmer, 
jand form small besoms. Those brashrs 
occur on the end-segments of both 
bind lege. When the bees etroke the 
pollen-covered anthers, or the petals on 
which the loose pollen bas fallen, with 
their legs or body, tl 
pollen with the small brashes, 
chinks betwoen the bristles a 
filled op. Moreover, the bees, wit 
help of the brashes on their hind legs, 
are able to comb and sweep off the 
pollen which was imprisoned in the soft 
bsirs ; and thus these brashes form ex+ 
cellent collecting apparatas,

The Life of Benjamin Disraeli, Earl of 
Beaconsfield, by W. F. Monypenny.

his work, which covers 
from bis birth in 1804 
first elestion to Parliament in 
1837, and we are given an opportunity 
of studying the influences which shaped 
Disreeli’s early career and of forming 
‘an estimate of bis personality as it 
displayed itself in bis years of growth 
‘and development, 

‘The first chapters of Mr, Monyrenny's 
book deal with Disraeli’s birth and ifs 
early struggles to obtsin fame before he 
bad resched matarity, the subsequent 
chapters with bis. period of travel and 
literary activity and the latter portion

enter Parliament and with the stages by 
which: Disrseli formed » political creed

Diaraeli’s political views in early life 
were not. antinged: with,  sente of 
ementiciem which seems to hare. been 
native to his character.

Such 
extreme measures are very objectionable, 
bat when such a high official as « Trea- 
surer jast ascending office goes right in 
the teeth of those who have given bim 
position, some extreme measures 
must be pat in force for such law 
breakers. 





MISSIONS,

sions—Roman Catholic and Chins In- 
land Mission. Dr. Laycock of the China 
Toland Mission has been erecting « new 
hospital which is to be opened shortly to 
receive indoor patients, both men and 
women.

LANCHOW TO TIBTAOCHOD. 


Ae we have traversed the main cart 
route from Lanchow to S'ian so many 
times, we decided to try this western 
route which we have traversed twice 
before as far as Tsinchon ; bat ftom 
thence to Longchon in Shensi was now 
ground to us. Forty l/south brought 
‘us to the potteries at Abkanshan, which 
have been famous for its ware for 


by carts to Larchow, 210 Ji, whi 
greatly added to the price. ‘Several 
‘attempts bave been made to alter this 
arrangement and have it floated down 
the river to Lanchow, bat the carters 
rtrongly objected, so the matter was 
dropped. At last the Viceroy has 
tsken the matter in band and demanded 
that it be sent all the way by river. 
The Weiyuen has had slmost insaper- 
able difficalties placed in his way, bat 
has at last succeeded, 10 the natives of 
Lanchoa will feel greatly indebted to 
their Viceroy. 

‘The rivers in China useable for trane- 
port if all were joined together wold 
almost encircle the globe. A marvellous 
country it is, and the longer one lives 
in it, the more one is impressed with 
its greatnces. 

BY ROAD AND RIVER. 


Striking south from the city of 
‘Tibtao, where one would love to linger 
for several days, searching out some of 
ita ancient history, the road lies up a 
valley for twenty-five miles and reaching 
the village of Tsingping, we ascend the| 
hills which from the dividing line for| 
the rivers that flow northwards into the 
Yellow River in Kansuh and those 
rivers which flow south and also finally 
find their way into the same Great’ 
River, at the janction of Shensi, Shansi 
and Honan, Over the bill and lying 
anugly at its feet, is the city of Weiynan, 
source of River Wei, another one of 
those rivers in China which area great 


























hundreds of years, In the little town 
wore sixteen to seventeen pottery ware- 
honses packed to the full with vessels 
for all manner of use, from the tiny 
Tittle oil cup used 60 commonly in inne 
to the hoge water vats 60 indispensable 
to the household. From the pottery 
district we gradaally ascended the 
mountain for seven miles, then there is, 
a rough rooky steep descent into the 
valley below. Down the defile the road 
rans for fifty Wi till we reach Choogpy, 
the end of the first long and weary 
journey. Forty miles the following

in on the'east and west with hundreds 
of eroall billa, brought us to the old city 
of Tihtaochon, once the famous capital 
of Kaeob under the name of Lintao. 
The chief export as at Lanchow is to- 
bacco. Now that foreign tobacco 
companies are advertising #0 widely 
the banefal and obnoxious cigarette, we 
wonder wbich will prevail, or whether 
as an alternative these foreign com- 
panies will in the end use the native 
prodact. 

‘There are no resident Mobsmmedans 
in Tihtao but forty li west, their first 
tillage is rescbed and from there to 
Hochou and Sinnbos they are found io 
great cumbers, The Christian Alliance 
oooupy this centre where they bave a 
Bible School for training evangelists. 
Everywhore there has been ao abundan 
harvest this year and the prices are 
gradually coming down.

AN APPRECIATION, 

A remarkably besntital woman and 
with all the fascination and clan of the 
warm-bearted Latin race, Emma Calvé, 
wbo will give ber first concert 
in Shanghai on Friday, 
is both « prima donna and » personality. 
She has gained « portion as one of the 
world’s greatest singers as much by the 
wonder of her bistrionic talent, as by 
the singular force of her vocal genius, 
for she is grand operatic artist, with 
strangely powerful dramatic "gifts, 
Many have heard her sing and bave 
become her worshippers ; bat thone who 
have had the good fortane to hear and 
‘see her both as singer and actress pro- 
claim an unforgettable duality, 

Sho was born in Decazeville, Depsrt- 
ment of Aveyron, France. Her father 
was M, de Roquer, from whom she seems 
to have inherited that rich coloaring that 
ia typical of many a woman of Bouthera 
Enrope.

THE RIOT ACT. 


When the air is filled with sods of 
earth, and seats and palings fly around 
like seroplanes distranght, becanse the 
turmoil occars on football ground it is 
far from neceesarily following that the 
entire blame for a condition of affairs 
that is painfal both physically and 
morally to those who come in contract 
with the missiles and have the welfare 
‘of football at beart, shoal 
to the man bebind the eod. 

‘The excitement engendered by the 
game ent in itself to raise the 
partisan spirit to boiling point and al 
though aneballition of feeling on the part 
of crowd of sportsmen is theoretically 
unpardonable, even ander the mott trying 
circumatances, ‘on the other ban? 
almost more than human to expect = 
crowd of perbaps thirty or forty 
thousand spectators not to include s few 
fiery beings whose tempers cannot be 
restrained and, under circumstances 
‘such as usually obtain at an important 
mateb, the train is easily fred and the 
conflagration rendered sceneral, 

INADEQUATE 

ACCOMMODATION, 


One of the earliest and most remark- 
able of historic football riots happeved 
‘on the occasion, rather over sixteen 
years ago, of the Wolverbampton 
Wanderers’ first Cup fioal victory. 
Kennington Oval not being available 
and the Palace régime not started, it 
was decided to play the final on the new 
Athletic enclosure at Fallowfield. Six- 
teen years ago the crowds that throng 
football arenas to-day had not been 
dreamed of, and althongh it had been 
considered worth while by enterprisiog 
omnibus propristors to send up their 
vehicles from London to Manchester for 
the day, which is evidence to the effict 
that a hage assem of football 
enthusiasts was expected, the arrange- 
ments made on the ground proved quite 
inadequate, with the result that barriers 
were smashed, the fourth estate, en- 
sconced upon chairs on the zreen sward, 
putto flight by volleys of sods tora from 
The field of play, and forced to retire 
to the pavilion, and the crowd 
that welcomed Everton with “Sec 
the Conquering Hero Comes,” as events 
proved somewbat prematorely, swarmed 
all over the field wheresover it pleased 
them as far as the touch lines. It is 
now matter of history that R. 
Topham, the Wolverhamton amateur, 
bowled over a policeman standing near 
the Everton goal post with a lightning 
shot and that the only goal of the 
match resulted throngh the Evertonian 
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k-eper having an attack of stage fright 
high dropping shot was sent in 
which be utterly failed to negotiate. 


DISAPPOINTED THOUSANDS. 

‘That this match was played off at all 
under the prevailiog conditions was in 
itself remarkable, for it will be recalled 
that on Febroary 20, 1904 the 
‘Tottenham Hotspor managers failed to 
allow for the enormous crowd which 
desired to see the Locals play Aston 
Villa ins tie for the Cap, « crowd thet 
paid £2,210, in gate money, with the 
result that it got quite out of band, 
wept aside the few policemen present, 
‘and. so interfered with the players 
the match had to be regarded as 
friendly, the fixtare wax taken away 
from the Hotspar Ground and played 
at Aston. 

In this instance the trouble arose 
through far too many people bein, 
admitted to the ground with the oatural 
corollary that those at the back who 
could not see vented their disappoint- 
for having had their journey from 
.ds for nothing by throwing 
those people who had e

Two footballs 
kicked over the enclosure were stolen 
by boys and eventually cat to pieces 
and distributed smong the crowd ss: 
badger, and subsequently the spectators 
with » battlo-cry of “ Play the Gamo" 
effectually put a stop to further play by 
‘swarming all over the field. 
FIRE-ARMS ON THE FIELD. 
‘At Melbourne a few years ago when 
‘a disturbance took place on a football 
ground « policeman was sammoned and 
promptly thrown to the ground and 
severely injared, whereapon the man of 
law and order drew a revolver and fired 
‘on the crowd, three members of whom 
were wounded. This incident, deplorable 
thongh it was, undonbtedly hed a good 
effect on riotous football spectators in 
the end, andit would pr bably be to the 
advantage of those who rejard football 
matches as spectacles, if our police 
force was armed with lethal weapons 
and had permission to use the same 
mben bard pressed. ot that took 
place at St, James Park, Newcastle, 
early in 1901, when Sunderland were 
the visitors and the small force of police 
was quite incapable of dealing with the 
mob that invaded the fi Id of play will not 
soon be forsetten. The playing arena, 
rushed by the crowd, was thronged with 
groups of men playing pitch and toss. 
Railings and barbed wire enclosures 
were wrenched sway, the Press box and 
even the reof of the directors’ stand 
were ocenpied by the mob. The Clab 
fisg, the goal nets and the goal posts 
‘wore uprooted and destroyed and mob- 
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law reigned supreme, the small body of 
police present, notwithstanding the fact 
that one man in blue armed only with 
a goal post support kept one goal in- 
tact for quite a considerable time, were 
practically powerless to cope with the 
‘crowd ; but had the officials been armed 
with revolvers they would doubtless 
have shown a respect for the law akin 
to that exhibited by a Birmingham 
crowd rather over fire years ago when 
it became known that the escort of « 
certain team that had aroused the 
animus of the crowd were armed with 
pistols and were prepared to use them 
in extremity. 
CAUSE AND-RESULT. 

One football riot is very much like 
another and so are the causes 1% 
rise to the same. The running high of 
local feeling has resulted at Aldershot 
in the officers and military police pre- 
sent having to run into the middle of 
the ground to prevent a stand-up fight, 
A Bonth-Esstern League Match bas 
had to be stopped by the referee, after 
twenty minutes play, becanse of in- 
sobordination in the field aod a riot bas

Chief Procurator 
Matsamaro, representing other Pro- 
curators, said that there were some 
among the acensed who bad only been 
invited to take a part in their conspir- 
acy, that a great difference existed in 
the degrees of the crime of which they 
were accused, but that the caso was a 
special one which had to be tried ac- 
cording to Art. 73 of the Criminal 
Code, end that the accosed should, 
therefore, all saffer the same punishment. 
The Chief Judge then said that the 
heating ought to be closed now, but 
that the Court would permit the 
accused to say a Inst word in their de- 
fence, if there were any among them 
who wanted todo so. Most of them 
made use of that permission and 

in their defence. Finally Dr. Isobe, 
representing the counsel for the accused 
made some arguments in reply to the 
refutation of the Pron 

trial then came to an end. 
‘Judge announced that sentence would 
be delivered in the middle of January 
next, and that the date would be noti- 
fied later on. 




























































FIRES. 


At the dawn of New Year's Day a 
very serious fire broke ont in the neigh- 














bourbood of Bubbling 
foreign honses were practically ruined 
It was a few miontes to six o'clock 
‘that smoke was seen issuing from the 
residence of Mr. A. H. Mancell, 166 
Bubbling Well Rosd, and immediately 
information was conveyed to the Central 
Fire Station. Shortly afterwards a fall 
complement of the Fire Brigade pat in 
sn appearance, but by that time the 
flames bad spread with amazing rapidity 
‘and from the first the task of the men 
fruitless one. All the available 
jets were at once got to work and gal- 
Iant efforts were made to subdue the 
ontbresk. It was in the top storeys 
that the flemes raged fiercest and atten- 
tion was directed particalarly to these 
portions, Unfortuvately the fire had 
obtained so great a hold that it resisted 
the thousands of gallons of water poured 
it, and steadily the flames spread to 
the house adjoining, No. 165 Babbling 
Well Road, occupied by Mr. Katz. 
The house of Mr. Mancell was doomed, 
and the Brigade recognizing that it was 
impossible to eave it, attention was 
directed to the house of Mr. Katz. In 
the meantime, however, additional jets 
had been brought into play and these 
also were directed on to the flames, on 
the top storey 
rising. The Brigade worked heroically, 
and although they failed to save the 
rooms at the top of the house they 
snoceeded in preventing the spreading 
of the flames & the bottom portions. 


For nearly three hours the Brigade 
worked without cessation, and when 
they withdrew the house numbered 164 
was completely demolished and the 
bailding adjoining wes burned from the 
second storey upwards and the san 
shone down on to the black and charred 
remain of the farnitore and effects, 


The houses, it is stated, belong to 
Mr. Ziwmermen, Mr. Mancell’s bouso 
was insured, but the one adjoining was 
not insared. The cause of the outbreak 
bas not yet been ascertained. 


At 11.20 on Satorday night the 
Brigade was sammoned to an outbreak 
of fire at the Chinese Y.M.C.A., 120 
Szechuen Road. The flames were con- 
fived {0 « space between the roof and 
the wall andthe task of the men wee 
ly light, Very little damage 
It is supposed spark 
mney occasioned the fire, 


Shortly before 3 o'clock on Monday 
morning the Brigade was summoned to 
‘8 third outbreak which occurred at the’ 
Pawnshop, 17 Fokien Road. The flames 
spread to the adjoining shops 12, 13, 
14, 15 and 16 Fokien Road, but only 
very slight damage was done. It is 
not known whether the premises were 
sured or not.

RE THE DEATH OF RHOLA sixOH. 

The inquest was opened on the body 
of Bhola Singh who died in a small 
room in an old native hoase in 
alleyway off Chekiang Road early in 
the morning.

The inquest was resamed to-day and 
the widow of the decased stated that her 
husband died at 8 sm. on Thoreday 
morning.

He had been in the 
General Hospital, but he bad not seen 
1s doctor fora month, neither bad he bad 
any medicine. 

Det. Sgt. Sullivan said that he went 
to the house of the deceased yesterday 
afternoon, bat be did not notice any- 
thing curions or suspicions. He foand 
the medicine bottles prodaced in the 
house,
